Helen 
Eichholz, whom he had married at 
Crown Point, Ind., Nov. 
8, 1940, 
when she was only 16 years of age 
and was attending the Maine Town­ 
ship high school.

ents of Helen, and to the Cook 
County Herald. 


The inquest was held 
Monday 
morning at H aupt 
funeral home, 
Glenview in charge of Edw\ Edel- 
stein, deputy coroner. 
The jury 
gave a verdict 
of suicide while 
tem porary distraught. 


Parents of the wife were unaware 
of their daughter's m arriage until 
early Sunday afternoon when the 
letter addressed 
to them by the 
dead man was delivered to them by 
his sister.

In two of the 
letters he stated th at his first inten­ 
tions were to take Helen with him. 
He asked th at this 
paper make 
known th at he and Helen Eichholz 
had been m arried Nov. 8, 1940. 
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From the evidence given at the 
inquest it is evident th at the de­ 
ceased had brooded for some time 
over his inability 
to be with his 
wife. H er parents had forbidden 
him to associate with their daugh­ 
ter, inform ing him th at there was 
too great a difference between their 
ages. 
Chester and Helen had agreed 
that they would go through a public 
rem arriage ceremony next Jan u ­ 
ary when she would be 18 years of 
age. 
Although they only lived a few 
miles apart, the husband had only 
used the phone once in calling the 
home of his wife, and he had never 
talked with his wife over the phone 
since their m arriage seven months 
earUetT' Letters between them were 
carried by messenger. He had not 
attem pted to see his wife at her 
home. 
The threat to take his own life 
was made to his wife at a wedding 
dance held in Morton Grove early 
that same morning. 
Helen Eich­ 
holz had accompanied her brother 
to the dance; her parents were also 
present. Chester arrived at mid­ 
night and danced with Helen dur­ 
ing which they had another of their 
quarrels in which Chester claimed 
th a t his wife had dates with other 
boys. Similar quarrels had previ­ 
ously occurred and were adjusted. 
Helen stated at the inquest that 
there was no foundation for the 
suspicions of her husband. 
The letters left by Chester put 
the immediate cause of his premed­ 
itated suicide to the fact that an­ 
other young man had accompanied 
Albert Eichholz and his sister home 
from the wedding. Helen explained 
at the inquest that the young man 
is a next door neighbor to them, 
who had inadvertantly locked up 
his car with the key 
inside and 
asked her brother to give him a 
lift to his home. 
Helen adm itted to the police that 
during the dance they agreed to 
caij their whole m arriage off and 
forget about it. Chester then made 
the death th reat stating that it 
would be all over in a week.

swimming 
pool is doing big business these 
days. 
Attendance Thursday, 743. 
Season ticket sales to July I are 
$1,223, passing all previous rec­ 
ords. Individual swim receipts for 
the first ten days reached $279. 
W ith increased business 
came 
greater responsibilities. 
Shortage 
of w ater has been frightening at 
times, but with full cooperation be­ 
tween the race track, the village 
and the park officials, the pool has 
seen able to remain open the full 
scheduled hours. 
Arlington Park Jockey club has 
agreed to turn over to the village 
all of its surplus water. That sur­ 
plus is not available until late at 
night and sometimes it is nearly 
morning before the village is able 
iso obtain the supply and fill its 
tanks for the coming day. 
There are several business firms 
and manufacturing plants that are 
using large quantities 
of w ater 
that is needed in the operation of 
their regular business. 
The swim pool needs between 
40,000 and 50,000 gallons of new 
w ater a day to properly prepare the 
pool for a day’s operation. 
The 
state requires th at wading pools be 
drained and refilled each day. This 
requires an additional 7,OCK) gal­ 
lons. 
Much as the park officials 
would like to have the wading pool 
open mornings for the benefit of 
the little tots, the w ater is not 
always available as state law re­ 
quires swim pools be “run over into 
gutter each day before it is opened 
to the public.” For certain reasons, 
it has frequently been necessary to 
drain the wading pool during the 
afternoon. 
Every time a mishap 
occurs there goes another 7,000 
gallon flush. 
Supt. Boite and the park board 
are doing everything possible for 
the public. When mothers who 
think they have just 
complaints 
call up and call down these hard 
working officials, it makes them 
wonder a t times if it is all worth 
while.

Marian Hardtke 
of Arlington 
Heights is among the 360 girls at­ 
tending the Illini Girls State which 
is now being held on the beautiful 
campus of MacMurray College for 
Women, Jacksonville, from June 28 
to July 5. This is the second year 
that the American Legion Auxil­ 
iary, Department of Illinois is spon­ 
soring this activity, which is com­ 
parable to the Boys State program 
conducted by the American Legion. 
These girls, juniors and seniors 
in high schools, are 
leaders in 
their respective communities 
and 
were selected by the American Le­ 
gion, Auxiliary Units or their af­ 
filiated groups. This standard of 
high requirements is a guarantee 
that the population of Illini Girls 
State is of a very high type, rep­ 
resentative of the best in young 
American womanhood. 
From every section of the state 


these girls assembled here on the 
campus of MacMurray College for 
a week of intensive training. They 
are taught the duties of citizens in 
the process of self government. A 
model state has 
been 
created, 
fashioned in conformity with the 
Constitution and laws of Illinois. 
Upon arrival at Illini Girls State 
each girl is assigned to a city and 
county group. Eighteen girls are 
in each city and two cities make 
up one county. Cities and counties 
have been named after past de­ 
partm ent presidents of the Ameri­ 
can Legion Auxiliary and Past 
Commanders of the American l e ­ 
gion. Though the entire program 
is non-partisan and no reference is 
made to the existing political par­ 
ties, the citizens of Illini Girls State 
are divided equally between two 
mythical political parties, namely, 
the Federalists and 
Nationalists. 
This is done to create a more gen­ 
uinely American spirit and inter­ 
est. Marian Hardtke is a resident 
of Muckles tone city and Murphy 
county and a member of the Na­ 


tionalist party. 
In addition to the study of the 
function of the government, mem­ 
bers of the Illini Girls State par­ 
ticipate in many activities, pub­ 
lishing their own newspaper, radio 
broadcasting, and bands and glee 
clubs. 
Although Illini Girls State is 


prim arily a-place fo r rinstruction 
in citizenship all girls have plenty 
of time for recreation. They may 
enjoy swimming, tennis, badmin­ 
ton and other sports. Each day a 
group is taken to Springfield to the 
State Capitol, Lincoln’s Home and 
Tomb and other places of interest 
to citizens of Illinois.
